Cincrxnati, Dec. 5.—The United States, 
bound down, and the America beund up, col- 
lided at Rahl’s, Landing, four miles above 
Warsaw, at 11}, o’clock last night. Captain 
C. G. Pearce, President of the Mail Line, was 
a passenger down.on the United States at the 
time. Hetelegraphed the first news of the 
disaster to this city from Madison. Both 
boats were burned to the water's edge. 
Thirty-five ladics on the States lost their lives. 
Total number lost on both boats, so far as 
known, is seventy. Cause of the collision, 
the pilots mistook the signals. Jacob Reem- 
line{was pilot on watch on the States, and Na- 
poleon Jenkins on the America. The War- 
saw packet T. C. Dumont was sent to the 
scene of the disaster by order of Captain 
Pearce, to bring up the passengerg, but had 
not réturned at 10 p.m. A large number of 
people are waiting for her at the wharf. boat.

NaSHVILLE, Dec 5.—A penitentiary biri 
named Martin Coflee, who had escaped from 
prison here about a year since, was rearrested 
in Elizabethtown, Ky.,yesterday, and returned 
to the penitentiary to-day, where he has yet to 
terve fifteen years. When nabbed yesterday, 
he was in the midst of a religious revival, and 
last week had baptised by immersion forty 
persons in one day. When going into his old 
quarters to-day, he rewarked that it was a 
burning shame that a useful Evangelist like 
himself should be cut short in his revival ope- 
rations. The crimes which brought him to 
the penitentiary in the first place were uumer- 
ors and heinoas. 

Tbe Kuklux, or some Scoundrels assuming 
the name, have been carrying matters with 
rather a high hand on the line of the Nashville 
and Decatur railroad.

Ly diligently laboring with one after another 
pe reonally, and proving that great good could

River and Street Gossip.

THE FIRST NEWS. 

It was not untilten o'clock yesterday morning 
that the first news of the collision reached this 
city. A private dispatch was received at that 
heur by Sheriey & Woolfolk, agents and part 
owners of both ng the destruc- 
tion of the two boats, with the attendant loss of 
life, and this dispatch was placed on our bulletin 
board as soon as possible after its receipt. Then 
came the appalling news from Madison that from 
seventy-five to eighty persons were believed to 
have perished on the ill-fated steamers, but this 
was 2oon followed by Captain Pearce’s telegram 
from Florence that the passengers aod crews had 
nearly all been saved. The ill news traveled fast, 
and rumors of the catastrophe had by 
two o'clock in the afternoon reached the 
remotest quarters of the city. Many here had 
friends either coming or going on one or the 
other of the boats, and every point at which a 
scrap of intelligence could be gleaned was soon 
crowded with anxious faces, and a thousand ques- 
tions that could not be answered were poureé in 
upon the river men and reporters. The telegraph 
wires were busy with the news, and as it flashed 
southward, anxious inquiries came back for 
fathers, mothers, sisters, brothers and parents 
who had gone North or were coming home, 
and who were, perhaps, among the _iest, 
From Nasbville and Pulaski, in Tennessee, 
and other points along the lines, came 
telegrems imploring information, however mea- 
ger, as to who were among the missing. ‘Are 
Charlie and wife among the passengers on 
the boat from Cincinnati?’ “Is my boy amone 
the lost?” “Sister Mary was to bave left Louis. 
ville yesterday. Have you seen her name amone 
the miesing?” ‘“‘Is there no news of father yet?” 
“Send vs the nathes of the lost." These were the 
words that came to us with almost every moment; 
but there was BO answer, save that no name; 
could yet be given. The suspense was terrible, 
andthe hours seemed dragging themsely es toa 
length almost interminable. 

SCENE AT THE TELEGRAPH OFFICE. 

The telegraph office was thronged during the 
afternoon. Message after message was tran- 
scribed and passed uptothe great room where 


*those wonderful little machines were cease!es<ly 


clicking them off to Madison, to Florence and to 
Cincinnati, but it was almost dark before any 
names were telegraphed. 

While we were fm the teiegraph offices tro 
dies entered and walked hastily up to where the s 
receiver was busily writing. anxiet: more i 
tense was never painted on h Iman fe 
woe-bercone, so despairing they look: 
the heavy hearts of that walting throng went ont 
in sympathy for what seemed thetr greater sor- 
row. Before they could speak tothe reeslver, a 
geBticman stepped up and handed ~them 
“extra” with the dispatches, and 
ly remarked, ** No lives lost 
the America.” The effect was wonderful. 
hasty glance at the welcome news was followe) 
by such a genu‘ne “Oh, thank you, sir!” as w> 
never heard, betore: and two happler counte- 
nances never reflected truer the emotions of two 
human souls than did the faces of those two 
thankful women. “No lives lost on the America!”’ 
This wasan answer to all they had come to ask, 
and we doubt not a silent prayer went up in 
gratitude to God from each of those two thankful 
hearts. 


PERSONAL AND OTHER INCIDENTS. 

Among those from this city who were known to 
be on board the lost steamers were Mr. William 
Garvin, Mr..Ed. Hegan, Mr. H. 8. Dumesnil, Mr. 
Montgomery, 8 son and daughter of H. E. Lewis, 
Lewis R. Johnson, clerk at Cannon & Byers’, and 
son of Col. A. Y. Johnson, Miss Mary L. Johnson, 
daughter of Wm. J. Johnson, formerly of Mem- 
phis,the wife and child of Capt. Jack Pearce 

Mr. Len Rogers, of the Pear! Saloon, the wife of 
Mr. John Keeghan, Mrs. Ellen Bresnan, 
Crawford and family, of the frm of Brandeis & 
Crawford, Hon. J.B. Kinkead, and others whose 
namés we cannot recall. Hon. J. 8. Goliaday and 
Hon. J. Proctor Kcott, members of Congress from 
the Third and Fourth Districts, were aboard the 
America on their way to Washington. 
and troup were on the same steamer. 

The relatives and friends of the ors 
from thia city resorted to every means that pram-— 
ised the slightest tidings of the absent ones. All 
who could went up on the General Lytic, which 
was dispatched to the ecene Of the disaster at 10 
o'clock. Those who remained behind were ina 
state of the most terrible suspense all day long, 
Owing to the loss of the cabin register of the 
United States, it was impossible to procure the 
names of the missing, while most of the survivors 
were so panic-stricken that they probably never 
thought of telegraphing to the dear ones at home, 
or became 80 situated that they could not commu- 
nicate with the city. The painful anxiety mani- 
fested here cannot be even faintly described. 
Every one was oppressed by a sense of the appal- 
ling nature of the catastrophe, and the heavens 
seemed indeed to be hung in black. 

It was thought that nrost or all of the delegates 
to the Commercial Convention at Cincinnati had 
started home on the States, and the eagerness to 
hear from them was universal. Late in the 
evening a telegram was received saying that 
none of the delegation, except Mr. Wm. Garvin, 
had left on that steamer. As no Intelligence of 
Mr. Garvin bas been received, it is probable that 
he was lost. He is one of our oldest and most 
highly respected merchants, and his death alone 
would brimg sorrow to our whole city. 

It is also feared that Mr. Len. Rogers is among 
the lost. A dispatch to Mr. Cornell, his bu-<iness 
partner, states that when last scen he was stand- 
ing on the forward part of the America. Two 
persons are reported to have jumped from that 
boat at the time of the coliixion, and Mr. Rogers 
is supposed to have been one of them. 

At four o’clock yesterday evening we received 
a dispatch from fion. J. 8. Golladay, dated at 
Warsaw, Ky., and sent via ce, Ind., an- 
nouncing bhissafety. He on to Wash- 
ington. As he made no mention of Hon. J. Proc- 
tor Knott, we presume he is also safe.

CASES OF PREMONITION. 

Captain A. Q. Ross, of the steamer Nick Long- 
worth, states that while In Cincinnati on 
he made every arrangement for his wife and two 
children to come to this city on the Unifed States 

, for the purpose of accompanying him 

South; but on his arrival here Wednesday, with 
no motive or reason for which he can give an ex- 
planation, he telegraphed his wife to take passage 
on the steamer Kate a stern-wheeler, 
with accommodations greatly inferior to those of 
the United States, and with officers entirely un- 
known to him, while those of the ill-fated steamer 
were his intimate friends.

THE SCENE OF THE DISASTER. 

The collision, if we are right!y (informe, oc- 
curred ata point known as Hobd®>s’ (hot Rall's) 
Landing, opposite Florence, one mite below War- 
saw and twenty-nine miles above Madison. War- 
saw is in Ga'latin county, Kentu*s Florence 
is Switzerland ecornty, Todiana, 
so that the wreck of the America is ‘~Ing in the 
channel close up to the Kentucky shore.

With the lurid light of the burning steamers, 
the noise of the lumbering machinery, the cries 
and struggies of the terrified passengers, th:

WHAT THE AMERICA AND UNITED STATES WERE 

The America and the United States were two of 
the largest boats on the Ohio, both double-cabin 
and at least three hundred feet in length. No 
finer boats have ever been built in this country. 
Magnificently equipped, everything about them 
had been constructed for the comfort and luxury 
af the traveling public, and they were by far the 
most formidable of the rivals of the railroads. No 
boats were ever seen more carefully managed, 
and such a thing as an accident was never 
dreamed on the America or the United States. 
Indeed, they had !na sbort time gained a reputa- 
tion for speed and safely second only to that of 
the celebrated Cunard steamships run- 
ning between New York and Liverpool. 
Their owners valued them at $200,000 each, and 
probably both boats, with their equipments could 
not have been purchased for less than #50),0. 


_ they were both new, the America having been 


built in Cincinnati in 1867, anti the United States 
in Cincinnati in 1865. The America was tnsured 
for $135,000, cost $210,000, and was last valued by 
the underwriters at $170,000. The United States 
was insured for $105,000, and was last valued by 
the underwriters at $125,000. Only a small part 
of the Insurance was in Louisville, the great bulk 
of it being in Cincinnati. 
THE AMERICA AND THE UNDERWRITERS. 

There is some doubt as to whether the $135,0% 
insurance on the America can be recoverei, as 
she would have sustained littie or no damage had 
she not undertaken to rescue the passengers of 
the United Scates, and itis not probable that the 
underwriters wfll recognize her right to kpow- 
ingly endanger herself af their expense. Should 
the Insurance on the America be paid, the: ‘under- 
writers will lose $240,000.

THE LEWIS COUNTY MURDERERS. 
MOTION FOR NEw TRIAL OVERRULED. 


They are Sentenced to be Hang. 


Our readers all know thatat the late October 
term Of the United States Court, John Blyew aud 
Geo. Kinnard were convicted of the murder of a 
negro family in Lewis ceunty. Theyare also fa- 
niiliar with the harrowing details of the crime, 
es the testimony tn the case was published in full 
in our eolumns from day to day ag it fell from the 
Nps of the witnesses. It is therefore needless for 
us to say that the prisoners are guilty of one of 
the foulest and most atrocious crimes on record 
Shortly after theirconviction a motion fr a new 
trial and in arrest of judgment was made. 

The grounds for a new trial, some twenty-two 
in number, were published by us at the time they 
were filed. The motion has been ably argued, 
and at great length, by the counsel on both sides. 
The court has had it under consideration for sev- 
eral weeks. 

On yesterday Judge Ballard overruled the mo- 
tion for a new trial and in arrest of Judgment. He 
gaid, in deciding the motion, that none of the 
grounds offered presented any dificulty to his 
mind, but the one as te the admissibility and 
competency of the dying confessions of the little 
boy, whose name we believe was Robert. 

The objection to the admission of these confes- 
sions was that the boy, being only about sixteen 
years of age and quite illiterate, did not have any 
moral sense or perceptions, and had no knowl- 
edge of the future world; and that, therefore, 
when death was impending, the awfulness and 
solemnities of the occasion, and the conscious- 
ness that an account was to be given to the Al- 
mighty of the transactions of this life, usually 
weighing upon parties on the brink of the grave, 
(and which in law are considered equal to the ob- 
ligation and solemnity of an eath,) are wanting; 
and that, therefore, evidence of.his confessions 
ought not to have been received. He said that 
after mature reflection he was satisfied, from all 

the evidence and the law applicabie to the objec- 
ge the evidence of the confessions was 
properly admitted. 

The usual question baving been asked the ac- 
cused, the Judge then, after briefly adverting to 
the each of them to be hung 


an appeal to the Supreme Court of the. United 
Biates, which was granted. The court gaye the 
counsel till the 22d inst. to file their bill of excep- 
tiors. The prisoners seemed quite indifferent as 
the court Was pronouncing the awful sentence of 
the law. 

The Judge has not yet written out his opinion, 
but so soon as itis written we are promised a 
copy for publication.

An Old Gentleman with His Horse 
and Bugsy Precipitated from a 
Bridge Thirty-five Feet High. 


One of the most miraculous escapes from a hor- 
rifying deeth that it has ever been our duty to re- 
cord occurred near the river, about thirteen 
miles beftow the city,on Friday.
